A Dreadful Tragedy. 

A dispatch from Gilroy, Gal., June 
20tb, gives the following account of 
the murder of a woman and her two 
children, and the pursuit of the mur- 
derers : 

A gentloman just in from Los i3aii03 
brings iutolligeuce of a fearful tragedy. 
It seems that a i^lr. Harris, a i''reneh- 
nian, engaged in sheep raising, has a 
ranch on the Los IBauoa, about eight 
miles from Stay tonvillo, lietwoen there 
and Los Bano.s, where his family re- 
sided. On Sunday evening a I'^reuch 
sheep herder knowu as Joe, fornaerly 
omjiloyod by Mr. Harris, came to "the 
house and remaiiK.d over night, being 
given food and lodging. Monday 
afternoon he returned again, reporting 
that ho had found about sixty head of 
stray sheep belonging to Mr. Harris, 
but could not drive Ihem in as be had 
sprained his ankle. Mrs. Harris and 
tier sister batiied the ankle and Viand- 
aged it, after which the .'dster aiul jLrs. 
Harris' oldest son started after the 
shoop. Soon after tlioy "loft. Mr. Biiiith, 
a neighbor, bo .ring allots at the hoiis ', 
wont to see what was the matter, and on 
arriving fonnd Airs. Harris dying. A 
boy, alioilt ten yearn of age, was dead, — 
both from ])istol shots, and a little girl 
about four year.s old stabbi.'d, and only 
able to say that Joe had Uillod her mother 
and brother. The bodies were taken to 
Los Banos for iuterment, tho little girl 
dying on the way. A vigiircMia )jur.sinl 
of tlio mnrdoior is beingma.lo. Jf caaglit, 
tho state will bo at no expense, tho excite- 
aient among tho mountaineers being in- 
tense, tho belief being that tlio eriiiio is 
the result of an atturupt to cooimiti rape. 

The Routes into Asia Minor. 

Tho field of operations in Asia Minor 
to which hostilities have so far been 
conlined, covers Turkish Armenia, 
Kar.s, and tho eastern portion of tho 
coast province of Trebizoiid. Batouin, 
wdrero the first battle was fought, is 
situated near the mouth of the Tcharuk 
river, on the Black Sea, and from hero 
tho lino of advance extends to Alexau- 
dropol, thence down to mount Ararat, 
whore it aj^proaches Persian territory, 
and on to Luk? Van and tho headwaters 
of the Euphrat. Two mountain chains, 
the Upper and Lower Taurus, running 
east and west, form three principal 
avenues of access to Asia Minor from 
the cast between the Black Sea and tho 
province of Mesopotamia. The first, on 
the Black Sea coast, from Batoiim by 
Khopali and Rizah to Trebizond, has 
already been attempted , and it appears, 
succo.'-sful'ydisiiuted. A battle has|been 
faught near Botoum, in which Hassan 
Pashacommanded the Turkish side and 
Grand Duke Michael the Russians. 
Tho latter made repeated attacks on 
two successive days, but were ro[)ulsed 
each time, it is said, with groat loss. 

The second is an old route, often 
traveled and as often fought over, 
extending from Alexandropol, on tho 
Russian frontier, to Kars, Hassan 
Kaleli and Erzeroum, running along 
tho south line of tho upper Taurus, 

The third route extends from Hrivan 
and the foot of .Mount Ararat to Bayazid 
and Lake Van, keeping south of the 
Lower Taurus chain of mountains and 
emerging upon the south coast of Asia 
Minor, passing tlirouLih Diarliekr at 
' the head of the Tigris river. 

Tho northernmost of theae routes 
is exposed to attacks by the Turkish 
navy, which exceeds the Russian fleet 
available for cruising in the Black Sea, 
and would he a constant sonrcfl of an- 
noyance to an nrmy maitdiitig idong 
llie Coast. .\ moie convenii/ ii t, lonteis 
the second one, between the two cbaiiis 
of mountains, by Kars and Erzoroum, 
and it has generally been chosen for 
the main line of altack in the numorons 
encounters between (.') os3 and Crtiscont 
in tiiis region. Tiie southern route, by 
L;il;(^ Van, is a vtny accessible one, as 
tho Turks have but few troops there 
except the irregular hordes of Kurd- 
istan, and it is likely to bo chosen by 
Persia's forces if the Shah should ma!;(' 
tip his mind to deal a 1jU;w at his 
haughty neighbor while ho has a 
chance.

Tbe beds are gouerally tkiok, but 
alftto and "bone " abound and roiuler tho 
soams unprofitable to work. Most of tho 
veins are uncertain. Bcgiunins witti 
great thioknoaa they soon dwintlld down to 
tt few inches, stroiikccl with slato, and be- 
como quite ^-otthloss. Tu the writers 
opinion the Mount Diublo miiios bavo 
Been their best days nud aro rapidly in- 
clining.

Coming to WaiihiuyU.n 
Territory, Professor Goodyear snyH tlio 
bed atBellingham Bay is about fourtcei) 
feet thick, but contains so much foreign 
matter that tho coal has to be carefully 
sorted before it is sent to market— au ex- 
pensive and tedious procPHS. Of the 
mines about Seattle lie spcalw with more 
. oonfldenco. Their extent oxcooda that of 
any other field yet explored; and tbo coal 
is of fair quality. The mines of British 
Columbia he regards with greater favor 
and says "it is uuqutstiouably to tho 
mines of Washington Territory and Bri- 
tish Columbia that this racitic Coasl 
must look horonfter for that iiulisponsiihle 
necessitv of all civiiined commuuitios,— a 
good article of coal." In IHTlMt. Dmblo 
mines forwarded to S.m Franci-co iiOU,()(K» 
tons, and during 1876 but 108. OuO tons; 
while Bhipmenta dl Seattle coal to tiiat 
market increased from 1,000 tons in ISTi 
to nearly 100.000 tons in 187G. Tho yield 
at Coos Bay also shows an annual gain. 
Last year's receipts from that place at San 
Francisco were -1:1,001) tons. In 1870 they 
were but 20,000 tons. In two years ship- 
ments from British Oolambi.ihavo doubl- 
ed.and for 1876 they exceeded 100,000 tons. 
No doubt the product of tho Seattle mir.ea 
this present year will excoed that of Bri- 
tish Cohimbia. Of 018,000 tons received 
at San Francinco from all houicch dnviug 
187G, 253,000 toiiH caino from Enghr.ul 
and Australia. Tho total auunuit receiy- 
ep there Las doubled since 1670. But in 
tbe face of a depleted groin yield in Oali 
foriiia it is probable that the shipments 
from England will cease, as return car- 
goes cannot now be had, ami freight rates 
on coal aro merely nominnl, the cool 
being frequently carried as ballast. 

Liberality at the Public Expense. 

Editob Colonist: — ^There have been 

some notable instanoea of such objection 
able proceeding.s \7ithiii the past few days 
in our city; as iustancoil in tho firat place 
in the giving of the extravagant amount 
of $800, in sums of $100 each, to tho so- 
oalled enccessful xmpil teuchora of our 
public school; and, secondly, in tbe City 
Council voting $250 of municipal money 
for tho relief of the BulTerers of St. John; 
followod by another vote for the same 
amo. nttn bo given as pri/.os to children 
at tho ijublio school. 

The idea on tlio part of the rroviaeial 
Government of giving such a lump of 
money as $100 to children scarcely enter- 
ing their teens merely because they havo 
been industrious in self-education is pre- 
posterous, mo;o especially when it is re- 
mcmbeieil this education has cost their 
parents nolliing. Was it to promote siieb 
lavish expenditure tliat asohool tax of S^i 
was wrung from our eili/.en:-;, many of 
whom could ill afl'ord to part with tho 
money? What with thesu §11JU pr^niiiuni.s, 
supplemented by contributions from tbo 
citizens, and moaey by the Counoil added^ 
in connection with the S250 voted for the 
sulTerers of St. John, one might iu)a{,'ino 
Victoria was in a hi^'h state of prosperity. 

Tho fact is our citizeu.s aro entitled to 
bo tho almoners of their own liberality, 
and it is not right that either Provincial 
or Munioipal Government should inter- 
fere and do the liberality for them. Gov- 
ernments were not intended for any such 
purpose. Let tho rowards of merit for 
praiseworthy progren,s of i)U|!iIs at fan- 
public schools ho left to t ho cit ixoiis, w ho 
Jiavo never been found wanting, and 
should ca.ses of suft'eriiig like that of St. 
John occur leave tliat al.so t(j the citi::eus 
to do their own Ubfiality. This assump- 
tion of liberality hy jiutling hands into 
tbo public pocket is a niiscoiu.'eption of 
iuiy. l'unM.oi..v. 

[The scholarships wcra not given l)y 
tho Governmeat; and we feel compelled to 
say that & mora improper use of public 
monies was never made — especially when 
it is borne in mind that there was no 
provision for prizes in tbo lower branches 
of eihication, the plums being all reserved 
for the High ScIiocjI. 'J liis unwarrantable 
expenditure could bo avoided in tho fu- 
ture by tho Superintendent laying before 
tho Goverunujnt and lionso a detailed 
statement of tho objects upon which be 
propoBc.i to cx])end the sum asked fur 
educational j)uri)ose8. In tho instaiu.'f.- 
reviewed by our correRpnndont thGi)Ooi)lo 
havo been directly taxed twice- -Ih-ht, fur 
tho school tax; and second, to i)rovido 
prizes, by public aubscriptioii, for the 
children in the lower sohool. Tho objec- 
tion to the corporation grant for tho St. 
John sufferers is not well taken; the grant 
cannot bn considered in the sarao cntef<»ry 
with tho extravagance for s(.-holurtihi|)H. 
Tho caso is one of grcnt oniorg(!ni:y and 
tho goneial public, we aro liure, will not 
begrudge the' cxpeiuliluro of lio small a 
sum upon an object thatappealu so forci- 
bly to the best fouling of one's nature. It 
is truly "bread cast on the WAters, which, 
after many days shall return unto us"- if 
required; nn<l wo sincerely hope it )i;!iy 
never be.— 1.1). J

Cui.ONisr: — 1 liiivo for Bome 
time past thought of writing on the 
raihvaj routes and have been induced 
to offer the present communicatiou to 
your widely read paper, by perusal of 
tbo speech of Mr. Dewdnoy, M. P., at 
Ottawa, 2itb April Inst, on tho Paeilic 
Kiiilwny, coiTOctly produced, it is prc- 
sumiibfo, iu your iasuoof tho'2-itb inst. 
It may be inferred that when ]\Ir. 
Dewdney had the lioor fvt Ottawa his 
fellow-members from Columbia.haviug 
previously taken part iu the debate, 
were precluded from reply. 

Alluding to a recent oontentiou in 
the House between himself and the 
member for Victoria, Mr. DeCo.smo.s,as 
to whether the i^opulatiou along tho 
Fraser route exceeded or not that on 
tbo Bute lino, luul in which tho Vic- 
toria member rond from tho voters' 
list in proof that tlie larger population 
was on the latter route, Mr. Dowduoy 
did not attempt contradiction; but, in 
military piultiuce, manoeuvred into a 
new position to a certain extent, 
"changed the subject" imd adroitly 
avoided the real issue by au olaborato 
showing in figures that in 1876 tho 
number of records under the Land 
Act of 1870 was on tho Buto lino, in- 
eluding Vancouver Island, H'J, "while 
ou tho Fraser Kivsr route, tbo iniiubor 
wiiH 551, out of which there were in 
tbo New 'NVeHtniiustor and Yale dis- 
tricts through which the lino ran -179." 
"Iu 187G (according to Jlr. 1).) tliero 
were ou Vaucouvcr iKland n.nd Buto 
Inlet route -1:2 reeorus; ou tho Main- 
land 378, of which 312 were in tho 
districts of Yale and New Westminster. 
Mr. Dewdney claimed a tj juniph from 
those showings. I havo not vcrilled, 
n'oithe.v do I call iu question iiis fig- 
ures as proHented, nor yot havo I been 
ut tbo Laud Ollico to iind how many 
of tho records mentioned are thoso of 
tibsoutee land spoculutorH wlio may 
not yet have paid w]^. I shall pres- 
ently submit to Mr. Dewdnoy, nud 
to your other readers everywhere, facts 
and ligures "galore" on this matter of 
pre.'ient lelativo IMainlaud and Lslaiul 
populations, to which, although the 
island has the preponderance in num- 
ber more importance seems to be at- 
tached at Ottawa than it merits as a 
factor in tbo great questions of route 
and tcrminuH. 

Mr. Dewdnoy, who, 1 will :^ay, i.s an 
able and untiring iulvocato of what ho 
considers mainland interests, at the 
outset of his speech claims to be n 
"British Cohiinbian knowing his pro- 
vince thorouglily, probably a^i well as 
any man in it." Ho nevertheless hIiow- 
od lack of knowledge or political Kinart- 
ne.ss-^it is for himself to say which — 
in omitting mention of the fact — "all 
important in connection with his figu- 
res" — that since the summer of 1871! 
tho best and most attractive lands on 
tlieBute Inlet line and those nearest the 
already eKiatiDg[settlemouts,bave been 
out of the market. I do think that 
iu tho heat of debate Mr. Dowdnoy 
must havo overlooked thbs. As other's 
bosidos himself may have fijr;,;()ttoii,(n' 
do not know tlicfact,! will jiol uiontioii 
that when in 1873 tho Macdonald ad- 
ministration, not without knowledge 
or in any haphazard fashion, but with 
tho surveys of 1871 and 1872 and cor- 
rect information about harbor.s before 
them, decided to locate a railway lino 
from Fsqujinalt harbor to .yeyiiKuu 
Narrows," a belt of public land be- 
tween the.se point.9 and along tho blust 
Coast of Vaueouver, twenty niilenwide 
was rtaerved from "salo or uliona- 
tion." What sort of laud tiii.s ia,I 
I will let the geologist, Mr. James 
Richardson, say. Mr. Bichardsoa in 
bis able report on the coalmeasures 
of tuo Island examined by bim 
contained in tho lleiiort of ProgresK of 
tho geological .survey of Cainula umler 
A. K. yelwyn, Esq. , for 1H71-72, speaks 
of the coal deposits of this ilistrict as 
extending from the vicinity of Cape 
Mudgo (ii«ar Seymour narrows T.) ou 
tho north-west to within liftnen miles 
of Victoria ou the sou'h-iasi, with 
a length of about liiO miles." Jle- 
forring to tl.id trac^t, wlii(di lie 
thoroughly oiaiaiiiod, Mr. lliidiardson ad. Is 
it "posaeases gouerally a good soil, ami 
may hereofter u« thickly settled. It in 
mostly covered with forest, but in some 
parts presents a prairie or parkhko aspect 
with grasscovered ground, htudd"d with 
single trcoe or cluinps of tliem and oifer.-i 
/;reat encouragement to agricultural in- 
dustry. 

Like tho Fraser valley west of tho (Jus- 
cnde mountains, the valuable agricuitunil 
country jnst desoribed will need clcu in,',', 
and lis timber will besuloablc; but unlike 
miiny of tho beat parts of tho I'l-aser it 
will iiowlioro require tho very costly pro- 
cess of dyking, etc., nor like tho "arable 
lands of the settled upper country — (New 
WeBtininBter and Yale districts) will 
it w ant tho not inexpensive work of irri- 
gation. 

Jielter than all, our Eiist Coast farmers 
will in the coiil towns, ar.d in tlio iron- 
smelting and manufacturi'ig towns, 
and villages of tbo future have 
a home market for all lliev 
cnii i)rodui)(i. luit omitting sawlogi luid 
lu-ewood, ami when llioir fully devoloj)ed 
ability fails t" meet the ('ver-iucreasiiig 
dciiiitnil, it will, by r.iilway, be supplied 
from tho Columbia aud Baskutohewan 
iMainlatuI, so that eventually a groat in- 
terehatigoof products will onsuo; thus af- 
fording local business to tho railwaj' i.n 
addition to what, in no inconsideniblo de- 
l/roe, would, from tin* first, ari"e between 
Mnjiiiimilt and tho coal minesaud agrioul- 
tiiriil distriftls north of it. 

Tli'i foregoing is quito j'ovelant to the 
population question; now for tho facts 
and lignies the^'canouat promised loi a 
))i'(>cediiig paragrajjh: 

I'';rKt, however, li t it be pi-cm ii cd that 
oth/jr.s jjobides tho Mainlaml I\I.l'. need 
to bo sot right in this matter. How it 
ooRies, perhaps Mr. Dewdseyeau tell; the 



strange belief has recently found utter- 
ance in Ottawa and Toronto, that of the 
sparse population of this Province as a 
whole tho greater part is to bo found in 
Mr. Dowdnoy'.s pet district already nam- 
ed. A leader iu the Wtukli/ Globe of il7th 
April lust has tho following— "What thoro 
is of population iu lliitish Columbia is 
located ohielly along the I'rasor aud 
Thompson VollieB, and the usually ac- 
curate and' oantious Premier Mr. Mac- 
ken/.io in tho Commons at Ottawa, 20th 
April last, speaking on tho Pacific Eoil- 
way, said— "Thoro is no doubt tho bulk 
of tho population of British Columbia is 
settled in tho Fnisor Valloy." 

Tho facta are decidedly against the 
statement, as will now be proved in more 
ways than one. 

iMie electoral districts of New West- 
miii.-.tor and ialo aro vast in extent, in- 
chulir.g tho greater part of the as yet set- 
tled Fraser Valley, aud all of tho Thomp- 
Hou Vallies north aud south lit for arable 
farming, bosidos to tho south, the settle- 
ments of Okanagan, Nicola Valley and 
Similknmeen, and on tho coast the Bur- 
rad Inlet sawmills and logging camps. 
Those districts iu 1858 and sucoeedieg 
years oH'ored tho greatest attraction to im- 
migrants of any part of tho Province, as 
on the J-'rasor bars of the Thompson aud 
Himilkauieou miners, gold in paying 
quantities wafi found. The localities havo 
always (unlike tho oast ooaatof Vancouv- 
er's for tho four Iftst exciting yeors) boon 
open for settlement without let or hiu- 
dranee; yet for all this the B.C. voters' 
li t of 187() shows for these two Mainland 
di.-itriets 851 voters, and for the compact 
distiiets of Victoria Districts and Victoria 
City 1057 voters, or a diflerenco of ^5 per 
cent. in favor of the Island. Adding to llie I 
two Mainland di-tricts 118 voters for Now 
Westminster city electoral district wo 
havo a total of 909; and adding to tho 
total of tho two Island districts, a.s a faint 
foreshadowing of wliat^ Vancouver's east 
oiiiisl will yet be, 8118 voters for Nanuimo 
district wo have a total of 1'595, or about 
oO per cent exctss for the Island. Tlio 
110 voters for Cariboo and the voters of 
Lillooet and Kootenay help up the 
Mainland count; yet notwithstanding tho 
disabilities jjointed out tho whole Island 
exceedi the iMaialand by about 9 percent. 
For lack of a census of population tho 
voters' list haa to bo reforrod to. Tho 
Provincial census of school population 
for 1870 throws other light on tho ques- 
tion at issue. It indirectly poiuts to the 
comparativo number of married couples 
and families on the Island aud Mainland, 
thus to a certain extent indicating how 
fur each population may bo counted on 
as lixod. On tho contrary on tho Island 
tho census gives 1790 as the uumbar of 
children of school age of whom a few are 
from the Jtlainland attending tho higher 
])ublic and private schools of Victoria.

The Indian diflicultiea on the Idaho 
frontier luo a legitimate result of the so- 
called "gospel policy" of the American 
Govoriinieiit, fir.st originating under Cten- 
eral Grunt. His predecessors were gon- 
orftUy in favor of a strictly coercive poli- 
cy, the exixmenls of which wore such 
rough riders and bard iigbtors as old 
"Tippecanoe" Harrison and Zack Taylor, 
in former times, and Generals Orook and 
Wright, in our own immediate era. When 
Grant came into power he sought to in- 
augurate tho present Sunday school stylo 
by placing tho reservations under tke va- 
rious religious denominations that ovor- 
vtax America. 

A I'HOiriNUNT HXrONENT. 

Of this impractical doctrine is General 
Howard, now in command of th8 depart- 
iment of the Columbia, with headquorters 
iat Portland. From all wo can l«arn, he 
appears to be a feeble imitation of Sir 
Henry Havelock and as a praying fighter 
he fall.i below Stonewall Jackson. About 
two months ago, hearing that the Indians' 
in the Wallowa valley were becoming 
again turbulent, ho took a trip to Walla 
Walla wdiore ho was met by Joseph, tho 
chief of that triba. Joseph would bava 
delighted the American novelist, Cooper;

displays muscles and thews that would 
have done credit to Tom Sayers or Bon- 
digo. A more thorough representative 
man of a fast waning raco, cannot bo 
found between tho two oceans. His tnbo 
are renegades, refusing to stay on the re- 
servations but live by

111 the Wallowa valley, which is situat- 
ed about 7000 feet above the sea level and 
totally unfit for agriculture. It will nei- 
ther produce cereals nor potatoes and is 
only tit for a summer pasturo ranch. 
However, it abounds in streams containing 
plenty of trout and rod fish, while deer, 
bear and oik are also abundant. Ueiioo 
it is well adapted to tbo uses of tbo no- 
madic Indians of whom Joseph is tho 
leader. There nro several wealthy stock- 
raisers near Walla Walla to whom this 
valley would bo useful for the spontane- 
ous increase of horned boa8l8;aiid in their 
behalf the Oregon Scnat-jr, Mitchell, has 
been vory iuiliwtrious to ob'iiiii an aban- 
donment of tho valley by the Indianw. 
Near Walla AValla is a .s))lendid b«dy of 
laud known as tho Umatilla reservation, 
much of which is well adapted to grain 
culture; but the Government will not re- 
lease it. 

LF.OAIilZBD STUPIDITY. 

Tbo Indians on this reservation dislike 
to be kept there and would gladly be tak- 
en to the mountains where game is moro 
plentiful. So that the alupidity of those 
entrusted with tlieso "wards of govern- 
mont," is manifest in a duublo suueo. It 
koops Indians on lauda adapted to tho 
sujijiort of an industrious white popula- 
tion and drives them out of a valley wliore 
uo white man would live except ono of 
that olasB which has a cbi'onto horror of 
civilization and progresa. When Howard 
got to the post at Walla Walla, he met 
Joseph and thoy bad a parley over mat- 
ters. The chief told him be did not want 
to take his jieoplo to the Lajiwai reserva- 
tion ; that ho waute J no aid of any sort, 
neither blankets nor annuities from tho 
Government; and that all thoy aaked was 
a chance to earn their own living by 
Imntiii,'^ and Helling ponies. '"Any man 
who will wear an Indian department 
blanket," taid Josoi)b, "is uo worrier. Ho

And unlit to livo with brave men. I can 
earn all I want and so can all my iiiuii." 
Utti.'rancoH of so aeiisible a savage were 
certainly entitled to some ciditideration, 
but tiencral Howard oviduntly thought 
otherwise. Ho made a neat little Sabbath 
school speeoh to Joseph and bis tribe, and 
told them that they must be good Indians; 
that tiio Groat Father (who is now sanip- 
liiig beer in London) hud douu dilTorent 
from all the other Grout Fathers ami did 
not want to kill any moro Indians; and 
that tho now Father at Wuahingtoii was of 
tho same stripo. And then ho began to 
snufUe at a hymn or a psalm, to the dis- 
gust of the savage. Maohiavelli who could 
read the pfiliflhod Pharisoo liko 11 book. It 
was evident that Jotteph know how iiiucb 
all this pious fustian was wortli; and that 
he was only assenting to the jdau.fiblo 
propositions of General Howard to gain 
time. After the wa-wa was over, tho wri-

Who is temporarily oraployed at one of 
the roservatioiiH and who has boon among 
tho red mon on tbo jilainH for nearly forty 
years, lie exprossod himself dingustod 
ut Howard's remarks and said, "if that 
pious usH had sonso eiioiigh to .itay iway 
from horo, wo could keep tlipso rod divils 
(luiot. But when he begins to tell them 
that ho is the only honest man that baa 
ever been among tliem and that everybody 
el?i!i is cither a thief or a murde-rer, l.o is 
just paving the ?vfty for any Indian out

dians along Snake river that only want a 
leader to inaugurate such bloodshed and 
violence as hasn't been seen horo for 
yeftrsjand Joeis Justthe fellow to suit 
them. With him at their bead, there's no 
tolling where tlio thing will stop, "The 
prophetic utterances of this worthy old 
gentleman, who is rospectod all ovor Ore- 
gon, have already been verified by tho 
tragio occurrences iu Camas Prairie and 
J oseph rides ut tho head of a well armed 
band. 

PBOSTFADtiB PATniOTISM. 

Doubtless there will bo "a vigorous 
prosecution of the war" in aid of the noble 
army of shoddy contractors residing in 
Portland, who will display their loyalty 
to the Government by furuithing beet to 
the troops at ten cents per jjouud. But 
when we reflect that tho \Vallowa Indians 
could have been kept within bounds by 
conceding to thorn tho bleak wastes where 
thoy bad lived for years untold, it almo.st 
seems ns if these slaughtered settlers on 
Camas Prairie had been r murdered by 
Government oilicials instead of barbar- 
ous Indians. It will cost the American 
Government several millions to crush out 
this insurrection, while tho rapidly ad- 
vancing civilization of tlio garden spot of 
the North PaciQc portion of America will 
immeasurably retarded. Whitman and 
Stevens counties, in Washington Terri- 
tory, are moro or less at the mercy of 
these savages and nobody will stay there 
who can possibly get away. It is out- 
rageous to think of all this misery being 
done to aid a ring of avaricious specula- 
tors. 

MOKR VlOOltOUS MISANS 

Are needed to hold the American Indians 
in check and afford jiropor jirotection to 

citizens of that republic. It is idle to 
waste pyniiithy upon thoHo sijualid sava- 
ges, who rob and murder wliencver they 
can. Whoii England blow her roboUious 
Sepoys into a stinking shower, America 
held up hor hands in pions horror; but 
her best mon to-day are satisfied that only 
sucdi vigorous aud coercive measures can 
be made adequate to the solution of tbo 
conundrum of "What shall we do with 
Joseph and his Brethren ?" Nothing short 
of such treatment will jirovont such out- 
rages as have occurred on tho Idaho fron- 
tier during the past fortnight; and any- 
thing that prevents further bloodshed is 
juatifinblo.The Modoc war was a degraded 
farco that has not yot passed out of mem- 
ory.

EUROPE. 
BucHAnEST, June 28. — Bussian losses 

in tho two afl'uiiB of Potroceni and 
Simuitza are estimated by bust autbor- 
itioH at less than ouo thousand. 

SisTUVA— Wednesday — Turks were 
driven back frpm their landing places 
at the point of tbo bayonet. Turkish 
infantry, full 3,000 in number, made 
nu attack ou tbo troops which hatl 
landed; but wore repulsed by the 
musketry of biigado which soon after- 
wards ocoiiiiied the heights of Sistova. 

Vienna, June 28. — A. special says 
the croBsiDg near Tarna Semitza was 
made under the eye of the Czar who 
stood on tlio mountain of Grayvi. 

A Vienna corroHpondont who has 
bitborto becia well informed sends us 
the following which, if true, shows that 
other serious attempts were made at 
crossing the Danube atllanuuula near 
Turuiimaragilli, where a furiouH battle 
had boon rogiiig for hours, l.'lio llus- 
sian division Hucceeded iu obtaining a 
firm footing. There wore so many 
wounded irom this engagement that 
their ambulances were full and thoy 
had to come back afterwards for more. 
Tho Czar wns present at Ivlalaral. 
Nenily ton thousand luon had luassed 
on an island iu tbo rivor. Tlie 14ou- 
maniaus are preparing to cross near 
Widdiu and havo established batteries 
on an island at Sistova. The Turks 
had only three. battalions and a few 
old fortress guns, relying upon the 
water expanse as a sufficient defence, 
Ciiic.^iii), Juno 20. — Iliglicat finan- 
cial authorities concur iu conckieion 
that the Austro-Huugarian debates, 
Russian utterances and the tone of tho 
press aHsiu'oH for sotno time non-in- 
tervention in tho Orient and tranquil- 
ity outwido tlio actual combaltants. 
Tlio prospcctH that tlioro will be no 
general war are bettor than they have 
been for thirty days. 

Ohioago, June 29.— The "Tribune's" 
London Kjiccial says: tho last dotach- 
lueut of 1-1 corps cruSHud this morning 
oil a bridge to Matobin. Coiniiiuni- 
cations are complete from Galat/.. 
There are thirty thousand infantry and 
about iivo tliousaiid Cossacks iu the 
Dobrodscha. Horzova was evacualod 
on the advance of the llussiaus. A 
severe fight was reported at Tcberna 
Toda yoslordttv. Russians were cross- 
ing tho Danube at Kimilza and ex- 
pected to make the crossing at Tura. 

Tho attitude of Austiia grows moro 
threatening notwithstanding tho ap- 
parently peaceful spoooli of Tosza and 
Auersborg. Advices from A'ionua to- 
niglii inform mo that yesterday ollicial 
dispatclies were again transmitted to 
the Engiish Cabinet suggesting a close 
allianco and pointing out tho necessity 
of taking itninodialo stops to iusnvo 
tho protection of the interests of both 
powers. 

London, Juno 30. — Tlie following 
aocouut of the crossing of the Danube 
is from a correspondent who was an 
eyowitues.'^. "With darkness Qonoral 
Dragomiroll" began. His first work 
was to ])laiit in made oncampnionts a 
row of tiuld guiiH all along tho edge of 
tlio ilats to swoop the opposite banks. 
This waa while the infantry wore being 
marched over the flats under cover of 
tho willows. Tho darkness and ob- 
structions wore so groat that all was 
not ready until the hrst glimmer of 
4awn. Thw* w«je np bridgQs, but a 



number of river boats capable of hold- 
ing from I-') to 23 mon, each. These 
wore dragged ou carriages through the 
mud aud launched in the darkness. 
Tho boats put off singly rowing across 
for Little's Cove and later a little 
steam tug was brought into requisi- 
tion. The Turks imniediatoy opened 
smart fire both on the boats and troops, 
who were waiting to cross. The lead- 
ing boat contained Major-General Yol- 
chino. Tho Turkish rifleman wore iu 
a position about fifty yards from tho 
shore. He lauded his handful of 
men and bade them lie down in the 
mud and then oi^oning a skirmishing 
lire to cover the lauding of the boats 
that followed ono hy one. Those 
landed their freight who followed tho 
example of the liivjt boat, till at length 
enough had accumulated. Among 
them was General Skobjiloff and his 
son. General Zolchi»e bade his men 
fix bayonets, stand up and follow their 
oflicers. There was a rush and a cheer. 
The Turks firod an efl'octve volley. 
General Zolchine's sliirmiabing lino 
followed them some distance up slope, 
but for a time could not press on far 
from their base. Meanwhile the Rus- 
sian guns from across tho rivor and the 
Turkish artillery wero firing briskly. 
Turkish shells kept falling in the 
water whistling through the willows 
aud bursting among columns on the 
flat. One shell from a mountain gun 
fell into a boat containing two guns, 
their gunners aud commander of bat- 
tery; the boat wns swampod and all ou 
board perished. This was tho only 
serious casualty in crossing, but many 
Russian soldiers wore falling on both 
sides of tho river. Turkish gunners 
clung to their guns with wonderful 
ataunchuossamid clouds of dustthrown 
u]) by the shells which burst around 
them. A Turkish monitor had been 
hemmed iu by a cordon of torpedoes 
within tho channel south of the island 
opposite Vardin and the Russian bat- 
tory on tho Roumanian side shelled 
her. After their first repulse from tho 
landing-place the Turks rallied and 
concentrated on the upper slopes in 
front of their battery and then came 
down on the pickets of Zolchine's 
brigade and made some headway, but 
only for a moment. Hoou after noou 
the Russian infantry had crowned tho 
heights. A Turkish infantry detaonmeut 
tried to work around and down upon Sis- 
tova, but was thwarted by intercoptiug 
tlio skirmish forces. Tho loss is estimat- 
ed at ouo thousand. Probably two bridges 
will bo laid at Simmtya, which will be 
the main thoroughfare for the Bassian 
army.

BsnLiN, Juno 30.— It is reported from 
Oonstantinoijlo that aiuce the Russians 
crossed tho Danube tho Sultan's intimate 
advissrs havo moro than ever urged him 
to enter into negotiations with tha Czar 
as soon as the Turkn havo suffered a ser- 
ious defeat. 

Bi't'iiAiiEBT, Juuo 30. — Tho Russian 
forces ut Hirzora are reported to bo march- 
ing on Hilistria and aro said to bo within 
-10 kilometies of that foi tro.ss.
